The eewer 
system was constructed, tbe town * 
liabilities were enormously IbuimiA, 
also tbs tax rate, but only a feeble ef* 
i f- yat fiiiinw sd in the Increa s e ot tax 
ratable*. But those who contended 
tbat tbe beet way to increase tbe wealth 
of the towu was by a manifestation of 
progress!veuess were not discouraged. 

To water, light and sewersge It wae re¬ 
solved to add good roads. Bouds were 

Issued for an extensive plan or street 
Improvements. Tbe town’s liabilities 
were again largely Increased and tbe 
tax rate climbed several points higher, 
but tax ratable* refused to respond to 
tbe stimulus, and the town could not be 
violently lifted from tbs rot of slow and 
steady progress which bad character¬ 
ized Its past history * _ 

Even a change Iti the form of gnTwnr- 
ment and the erection of several public 
school buildings that are second to cone 
In the State Id appearance and equip¬ 
ment, and Id educational work, have 
failed to bring about the desired effect, 
and public liabilities have continued to 
I Increase out of all proportion with pub¬ 
lic assets, and tbe consequence Is a 
burdensome tax rate. Thus far the ad¬ 
vocates of a progressive spirit that 
shows Itself In extensive public Improve¬ 
ments have had theli way, and as yet 
the returns have not been satisfactory, 
and tbe question of how to bring about 
a s'roBg and healthful Increase in the 
-tax ratable* 1* eUW a vital question. 
Good water, well-lighted streets, sew- 
srage, good roads and unexcelled public 
school facilities can bs honestly placed 
on the advertising card, but the goods 
In some way fail to attract tbe right 
buyers. 

Alongside of those who have msm- 
talced that the right answer to the 
query of how to tncrease tsxsblqjvealtb 
was by pushing Improvements are T!B*»ee 
who have contended that attention 
ought to be mainly centred on the 
town’s Industrial advantage*, that fac¬ 
tories ought to be encouraged on the 
ground that they bring people here and 
the people build bouses and thus add 
largely to the local wealth. It cannot 
be denied but wbat the advocate* of th* 
Industrial theory have had an lordr-g. 
Several new Urge factories. e..n^ of 
them new plants, are located h-*- and 
give employment to thousands of p-uple, 
and the population oT the to - n has 
largely Increased, but the Incr- a-- In 

taxable wealth resulting from th>- loca¬ 
tion of the factories here has not >• -en 
targe, and It cannot be disputed mat 
much of tbe Increased population ■X* 
eeeds In expense to the town th>* return 
In revenue resulting from it. 

These various phases of this Important 
question of Increasing tbe tax ratabl 'S
